JVHAT BUSINESS TO ENTER. 
If you want to make money* what should yo 
do? 
What business should you take up? 
Here are a few facts gleaned by William P. 
Helm, Jr., from government records of recent in­ 
come tax returns, and the results are very inter­ 
esting: 
' They show, for instance^ that coal mining, 
popularly regarded as a certain road to wealth, is 
one of the most hazardous ventures into which 
dollars can be put. More than 3,200 corporations 
were engaged in the industry in 1919. More than 
half lost money. Those that prospered made an 
average of 14 cents a ton, net, on the annual out­ 
put of these mines. 
Of all corporation activities, the banking busi­ 
ness is the safest. The government’s figures show 
that pf the 28,000 and more state and national 
bRjiks and trust companies, more than 25,000 
operated at a profit in 1919. Thus the chances of 
making money in that business, as measured by 
the tax returns, are nine out of ten. f 
j 
Ten per cent of the banks lost money during 
the year, but not much, the average loss being 
about $400. 
Doubtless every one, of the** Mai 
financially sound, even though it failed to make a 
profit. State and federal government safeguard 
these institutions so thoroughly that a bank fail­ 
ure these days is an extreme rarity. 
The man who owns a gold mine, the tax returns 
show, has one chance in four to prosper— no more. 
Of more than 500 gold, silver and.precious metal 
mines operated by corporations in 1922, 122 made 
money. 
Their total profits were slightly more 
than $5,000,000.

Chances of making money in oil are about one 
in three. 
Nearly 3,000 corporations engaged in 
the oil business filed retunis p$>r 1919.

cotton farming. The corporation in that business 
had about a 50-50 chance to succeed. 
In the field of manufactures the maker of tex­ 
tile fabrics took first place as a money maker, 
with the boot and shoe manufacturer crowding 
him hard.

The clothing trade, the figure's show, offers a 
reasonably safe field for activity, but conditions 
are spotty with respect to different branches of 
the industry.

FLYING WITHOUT MOTORS. 
The world of aviation is all agog over the latest 
news from Germany, where it appears that a 
German aeronaut has succeeded in remaining in 
the air more than two hours in a motorless plane, 
using only air currents,/md not rising th$in 
out_£pntrol of direction, but crossing and recrosi- 
ing his starting point at various elevations above 
it and returning to his starting place when the 
time was up. 
Almost unbelievable to those whose only idea of 
a flying machine is a whirling propeller and a 
heavy engine, it is ¿jointed out that here the Ger­ 
man aeronaut has only done for a short space of 
time what the albatross does for weeks, and has 
but imitated all those birds of great wingspread 
which soar, circle, rise and fall without any move­ 
ment of their wings save slight flexures for bal­ 
ancing purposes. .

\ It has long been known that the power of the 
air currents was amply sufficient to support a 
weight greater than its bulk of air, even in a man- 
made bircT; I.ilienthal, the German 
father of
